Ten survivors all uninjured except 
for slight burns and bruises, were re- 
moved from the Trimountain by the 
ug Cecilia. of Charleston. Twenty- 
six others, including two seriously in- 
were transferred from the Gulf 
Gem to a coast guard patrol boat. 
which landed them here at 9 o'clock 
this morning. 


The two badly injured—Second As- | 


sistant Engineer William J. Emsley, 
Somerset, Mass., and Messman John 
J. Sandow, Newark, N. J.—were tak- 
en to a hospital for treatment, while 
a representative of the Cities Service 
Transportation Company, owner of 
the vessel. arranged to send the others 
to New York. 

With blazing oil streaming over the 
Cities Service Petrol and over the 
adjacent ocean, hope of rescue for the 
nearly two-score men aboard was 
growing dim, First Mate August A. 
Harlan said, when the Trimountain 
and the Gulf Gem hove in view 
about 8:15 p. m. They had been at- 
tracted by the flames rising from the 
ship. which could be seen for miles. 

The two ships took aboard 27 men 
of the Petrol crew. Then a lifeboat 
manned by the second mate and five 
sailors of the Gem and Harlan suc- 
ceeded in taking the nine remaining 
men from the burning ship. Captain 
Sears was with the nine on the ves- 
sel, but he declined to leave with 
them. 

“At 10:25 we left the ship (Pet- 
rol).”” Harland said. “At 11:15 we 
were back on the Gulf Gem. 

‘Five minutes later the Cities Serv- 
ice Petrol went down, Captain Sears 
with his ship. As the ship was sink- 
ing. he flashed his hand light.” 

Andrew E. Waltzer, first asistant 
engineer, said the crew “acted with 
the utmost calm and bravery” from 
the time the explosion occurred until 
they were rescued.

Fewer Persons Pay 


Income Tax in 1931 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—(UP) 
Fewer persons paid a federal income 


tax in 1931 than in any year since 
before the World War. internal reve- 
nue bureau statistics showed today. 

Income tax returns filed for 1931 
totalled eee el as compared with 
3,707,509 in 1930 and the all-time 
peak of 7,698,321 for the year 1923. 
In 1916, the previous low year, only 
429.401 returns were filed. 

New York state led in 1931 with a 
total of 682,603 returns, of which 
476,301 were made in New York city. 
Illinois was second with 281,591. 
Pennsrivania had 276,825 income tax- 
payers and California 274,132.

Union Veteran Denies Lightning 
Opened Spring at Andersonville 


SAN JOSE, Cal., 
Not a bolt of lightning, but shovels in 
the hands of slaves, opened a spring 
in Andersonville prison. Georgia, in 
the dark days of the Civil War, it was 
asserted today by William H. Law- 
rence, 95-year-old Union veteran. 

Lawrence made this statement in 
commenting on a.dispatch from Amer- 
icus, Ga., saying the spring, still flow- 
ing, had been opened by a stroke of 
lightning amid prisoners dying of 
thirst. 

The aged veteran said the true name 
of the spring was Providence spring, 
and that the soldiers in the prison 
camp were dying of disease and not 
of thirst.

She not only has made all refuel- 
ing and rest arrangements, but will 
act as the aviator’s interpreter dur- 
ing his brief halt at this far eastern 
oufpost. 

(Previous plans for Miss Gillis to 
fly from Novosibirsk to Khabarovsk, 
Siberia, with the pilot were cancéled 
Sunday in New York by Lee Tren- 
holm, Post’s manager.)
